We at Reynolds had the opportunity to buy these coin plates, but 
rejected them due to the following reasons: 

• These revised plates will eliminate the nickel coin 
from being accepted. 
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This means the machines will only accept dimes a 
quarters. Nickels will be rejected; only two dime 
will be accepted on any single transaction. 

This also means that machines with revised plates 
can only have price adjustments of IOC or 25C. 

Installing the plates requires a good mechanic. 

The ACMR unit has -to be totally disassembled, the old 
plates removed, new plates installed, ACMR reassemblec 
and reinstalled in machine.

We feel our Coin Mech Program better addresses the 
vendor's needs with the coin mechs available since they will ^ 
accept any combination of coins, are covered under a one-year 
warranty by the manufacturers for both replacement and repairs, 
and once installed, should address vendor’s pricing needs both 
now and in the future.
